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STATE  AND  FEDERAL  AUTHORIZATIONS 


Authority  to  enter  into  agreements  for  the  purpose  of  accepting,  disbursing 
and  administering  federal  school  food  service  funds  is  found  in  School  Laws 
of  Montana  75-8001  to  8007  inclusive. 

Requirements  for  submission  of  the  Division  of  School  Food  Services  Annual 
Report  is  found  in  Part  75-8002  as  follows:   "The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  shall  report  annually  to  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  financial, 
administrative  and  operational  phases  of  school  food  services." 

The  Division  of  School  Food  Services  administers  and  supervises  programs 
established  under  the  National  School  Lunch  Act  as  amended  and  Child  Nutrition 
Act  as  amended:  42  USC,  1751-1760,  1779.   These  include  the  School  Lunch, 
Special  Milk,  School  Breakfast,  USDA  Donated  Foods  and  Nonfood  Assistance 
Programs. 

Under  these  programs,  the  Division  of  School  Food  Services  disburses  federal 
funds  apportioned  to  the  State  of  Montana  for  school  lunch,  special  milk, 
nonfood  assistance  and  breakfast  operations  at  the  local  level.   It  also 
receives, allocates  and  distributes  federally  donated  foods  procured  under 
the  authority  of  Section  32  of  Public  Law  74-320,  Section  416  of  Public  Law 
81-439,  Section  6  of  Public  Law  79-396  and  Section  709  of  the  Food  and 
Agricultural  Act  of  1965.

Field  supervision  was  provided  to  school  districts  which  included  onsite 
supervisory  reviews  of  128  schools  and  11  breakfast  programs.

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CHILD  NUTRITION  AND  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  P ROC RAMS 

The  State  Plan  of  Child  Nutrition  Programs  and  the  School  Breakfast  Program 
Addendums  for  Federal  Fiscal  Year  1978  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Food  and  Nutrition  Services,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A  new  ten  state  Mountain  Plains  Region,  Food  and  Nutrition  Service,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  was  created  with  offices  in  Denver,  Colorado.   States 
included  in  this  region  are  Montana,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Wyoming,  Utah, 
Colorado,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Missouri  and  Kansas.   Transfer  of  Montana  to  this 
region  took  place  in  February  1977. 

Mr.  Monroe  Wood,  Assistant  Regional  Administrator,  and  Mr.  John  Ghiorzi,  Regional 
Child  Nutrition  Program  Director,  visited  the  Division  of  School  Food  Services  in 
February  to  become  acquainted  with  procedures  and  problems  of  Montana. 

In  April,  techniques  and  procedures  were  reviewed  by  Mountain  Plains  representatives 
Mr.  George  Rogers  and  Mr.  Jerry  Stankorb.   A  further  evaluation  was  made  in  June 
by  Mountain  Plains  Region  representative  Mr.  James  Sattler.   Evaluations  indicated 
procedures  used  were  appropriate  for  the  State  and  met  federal  requirements. 

STAFF  TRAINING 

Workshops,  Seminars  and  Meetings 

Out-of-State 

Bris  Skiles,  Manager,  participated  in  a  National  Child  Nutrition  Program  Workshop 
for  State  Child  Nutrition  Program  Directors  at  El  Paso,  Texas  in  December  1976. 
He  also  participated  in  a  meeting  of  Regional  Child  Nutrition  Program  State 
Directors  at  Denver  in  April  1977. 

In-State 


In  July  1976,  Ann  Ferguson,  Nutrition  Consultant,  participated  in  a  Nutrition 
Education  Workshop  at  Bozeman  sponsored  by  Montana  State  University.   In  June 
1977,  Montana  State  University  and  the  Montana  Nutrition  Council  co-sponsored 
a  Nutrition  Education  Seminar  entitled  "New  Frontiers  in  Nutrition".   Bris  Skiles 
and  Ann  Ferguson  participated  in  this  seminar. 

The  staff  attended  internal  Office  of  Public  Instruction  meetings  as  were 
necessary  and  appropriate. 

Local  School  Food  Services  Personnel 

All  professional  staff  participated  in  the  four  Regional  Workshops  sponsored  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  nine  area  workshops   sponsored  by 
the  Division  of  School  Food  Services.   Workshop  sites  were  Glendive,  Wolf  Point, 
Lewistown,  Havre,  Hardin,  Columbus,  Forsyth,  Conrad,  Butte,  Bozeman,  Stevensville, 
Kalispell  and  Thompson  Falls.   A  total  of  351  school  food  service  managers,  cooks, 
clerks,  administrators  and  teachers  participated.   Areas  of  discussion  included 
menu  planning,  regulation  changes,  problems  in  record  keeping  and  reporting  and 
coordinating  planning  of  Nutrition  Education. 
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GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES  FOR  1977-78 

All  studies  on  nutrition  indicate  that  children  who  are  adequately  nourished 
learn  better  and  have  fewer  learning  disabilities.   For  this  reason,  the  goals 
of  the  Division  of  School  Food  Services,  Office  of  Public  Instruction,  are  to 
make  a  nutritious  lunch  available  to  all  school  children  in  Montana,  to  expand 
the  School  Breakfast  Program  to  eligible  schools,  to  continue  to  improve  programs 
and  increase  participation. 

The  specific  objectives  for  achieving  the  stated  goals  are  delineated  in  the 
State  Plan  of  Child  Nutrition  Programs  for  FY  1978.   Briefly  stated,  however, 
the  objectives  are  to  increase  the  number  of  schools  participating  in  the 
National  School  Lunch  Program  by  10,  the  School  Breakfast  Program  by  10,  lunch 
participation  by  8.5%  and  breakfast  by  26%. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  has  agreed  to  assume  responsibility 
for  general  administration  and  supervision  of  Child  Nutrition  Programs  in 
private  schools.   These  programs  are  currently  supervised  by  the  Mountain  Plains 
Regional  Office.   The  transfer  of  program  responsibility  from  the  Regional 
Office  to  the  Superintendent  will  be  effectuated  by  February  1,  1978.   Federal 
funds  will  be  provided  for  administration  and  supervision  of  these  programs. 
These  schools  are  currently  under  agreement  with  the  Division  of  School  Food 
Services  Food  Distribution  Program. 
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
